Businesses manage to control costs -- and to make a protit 
besides. Many people wonder why hospitals can't apply some 
business principies and become more cost-effective. The answer is 
that hospitals certainly do apply some business principles. But 
even when they do, hospitals will still never be able to contro{ many 
of the costs that face them.

4. Do hospitals still provide charity care? Yes, patients who 
cannot pay still receive care at hospitals. Since hospital care 
cannot be free. the cost of providing that care is transferred to 
patients who pay directly o thvough insurance companies 

5. Who ultimately pays for maloractice insurance? That patient 
docs. With doctors and hospitats paying higher premiums for 
malnractica ingurance the cost must be oassed on to the patient in 
the form of higher hospital and doctor bills.

“Phis is my fourth baby in 
five years, but it’s the first time 
anybody ever took tie trouble | 
to tell me things I can do to 
give my baby and me a better 
chance to be healthy.” 

The soft-spoken young 
mother is talking about her 
weekly prenatal education class 
at Nashville Metropolitan Gen- 
eral Hospital. She and hun- 
dreds of other pregnant women 
are learning about nutrition, 
personal hygiene, fetal devei- 
opment, labor and childbirth, 
and infant care.

The judicial process, ponderous as it 
sometimes is, has come out with the 
correct answer—finally—in how that 
contested election for mayor of Ann 
Arbor should be resolved. 

You may secall the circumstances: 
Democratic Mayor Albert Wheeler and 
Republican challenger Louis Belcher 
ended up in a virtual dead heat when 
they ran for mayor last April. Wheeler's 
one-vote victory wound up in the Wash- 
tenaw County Circuit Court when it was 
discovered that 20 persons who lived in 
ai adjacent township, and not in the 
ciiy of Ann Arbor, were mistakenly 
registered as city voters and permitted 
to vote in the city election. 

The 20 non-city votes could have 
determined the outcome of the mayor’s 
race, so they were challenged. The 
circuit court-voters — Susan R. Van 
Haiium and Diane Lazinsky—to dis 
close how they voted. To their credit, 
the two young women refused. Mrs. 
Van Hattum, a University of Michigan 
student, was cited for contempt of court 
when she refused to tell the judge how 
she voted. 

The whole case was appealed, and 
finally in January of 1978, ihe Michigan 
Supreme Court agreed with the sifont 
voters, acknowledging that voting was a 
private matter and the voters did not 
have to divulae their choices for mayor. 
So back to the focal court went the 
question of how to resolve the dispute. 

Reason finally prevailed and the 
Washtenaw circuit judge urged and the 
two mayoral contestants agreed to have 
a new election in April—just one year 
after the whole ruckus started.

ponderous, does it properly 
in Ann Arbor mayoral contest 


at the time, the first suggestion of the 
Washtenaw court—that the contested 
voters tell how they voted so the judge 
could decide who won the election— 
was not the most astute suggestion 
ever to emerge from our judicial system. 

in ihe firsi piave, aS the static 
supreme court later decided, ihe right to 
vote in secret is apretty basic right, and 
should not be abridged. And in a 
practical sense. even if the lower court 
judge could have ordered the secrecy 
wiped away, there was little to prevent 
the witness-voters from either (1) lying 
about how they voted to help their 
favorite candidate, or (2) forgetting how 
they voted for that one singular office. 
The decision of the circuit court was 
neither {egal nor practical. 

The Michigan supreme court correct- 
ed the error, and should be applauded. 
lt ruled that although the state law 
requires a voter to disclose his choice in 
the case of fraud, that wasn’t what was 
at stake in Ann Arbor; instead, the 20 
voters were registered as city voters 
through honest mistakes by election 
officials and therefore did not have to 
tell how they voted. , 

Then came the final solution—hold 
another election. Both candidates ear- 
lier had held fast against the idea, but 
with the supreme court lacking the lid 
on the ballot box, the candidates re- 
ienied. 

Of course, sitting safely at a dis- 
tance, the whole thing never reaiiy 
Pesmned too a ate to me. A new

So, in my view, the court system 
finally Joped to a proper resotution of 
the problem. Mrs. Van Hattum and Mrs. 
Lazinsky are to be congratulated for 
sticking to their guns. The good guys 
win in the end.

The RIF program does not replace the class- 
room teacher. It helps the teacher motivate the 
students to use and refine the reading skilis 
that the teacher has taught in the classroom. 


HOW IS RIF MONEY USED? 
In 1977 here in Crawford County we raised 
$2,400 and purchased 2,752 books for our 


children. This consisted of 868 different titles. 
We give the children one free book for every 5 
that they read. This year alone, since just 
before Christmas, we have given away 986 free 
books here in Crawford County that our child- 
ren have earned. They had to read 5 times that 
number, almost 5,000 books to earn these free 
ones. During the year we also received a ship- 
ment of free books and other material from The 
Xerox Corporation. Much of this material was 
not suitable for our elementary schools but is 
being turned over to the Crawford County 
Library for use by the entire community. 


OUR GOAL FOR 1978. 

We have $44 left in the bank. Our Goal for 1978 
is to raise $3,000. We have one month to do it 
in. 100% of this money ts used to buy books 
and shelving to hold the books. Last year 454 
Grayling school children and 230 Frederic 
children benefited from our local RIF program. 
We aim to top those resulis in 1978.

WHEREAS, on April 14, 1976, this Board of Commissioners 
adopted a resolution establishing the Crawford County Delinquent 
Tax Revolving Fund, pursuant to Section 87b of Act No. 206 of the 
Public Acts of 1893, as amended; and 

WHEREAS. this Fund has been designated as the “100% Tax 
Payment Fund” by the Crawford County Treasurer, and it appears 
desirable to borrow to fund part of said Fund for the 1977 
delinquent taxes; and 

WHEREAS, the purpose of this Fund is to aiiow ithe Crawfoia 
County Treasurer (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the “County 
Treasurer” or the "Treasurer") to pay*from the Fund any or all 
delinquent taxes which are due the County; any school district: 
intermediate schoo! district; community college district: city. 
t ship. special assessment or drain district: or any other 
political unit or county agency for which delinquent tax pafments 
are due on settlement day with the county, city or township 
treasurer and has been heretofore directed to do so by this Board of 
Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, it is hereby determined that it is necessary wna 
Crawford County. (hereinafter. sometimes :referred to as the 
"County") borrow a sum not to exceed Nine Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($900,000.00) and issue #s notes in anticipation of the 1977 
delinquent real property taxes which become delinquent on or 
before March 1. 1978 and deposit the proceeds thereof in the 
aforesaid Fund; and 

WHEREAS, such borrowing is authorized by Section 87c of Act 
No. 206 of the Public Acts of 1893, as amended (hereinafter referred 
to as “Act 206"); and 

WHEREAS. the total amount of unpaid 1977 taxes which will 
be outstanding on March 1, 1978 is estimated to be in excess of 
$900,000.00, exclusive of interest. fees and penalties. 

NOW, THEREFORE. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD as follows: 

1. The County shall borrow Nine Hundred Thousand Dollars

Account No. 3, to be used as provided in Act 206. 

-2. The said notes shall bear interest payable November 1, 1978. 
May 1, 1978 and each November and May 1 thereafter until 
maturity. which interest is not to exceed eight and three-quarters 
per cent (8 3/4%) per annum. Said notes shali be coupon notes 
issued in denominations Gt $5,000 each and shati Ge : bered 
fram 1 upwards, beginning with their earliest maturities in the 
direct order of their maturities. The notes shal} be dated April 1. 
1978 and shall be due and payable as follows: $300,000.00 on May

from which Fund the County Treasurer shal! repay the borrowing.

outstanding and unpaid on March 1, 1376 

4. All collections of the aforesaid 1977 delinquent taxes. 
together with all interest thereon, are hereby ptedged 10 the prompt 
payment of the principal of and interest on the aforesaid notes: the 
proceeds of the 1977 delinquent taxes so pledged shall be used for 
no other purpose until the notes are paid in full, including interest: 
and all such delinquent taxes so pledged, togetiter wiiit aii msteresi 
thereon, shall he deposited into and accounted for separately in the 
Callectian Account. 

5. The notes shail be full faith and credit obligations of the 
County. and if the proceeds of the 1977 delinquent taxes pledged 
and other moneys in the Collection Account tor the year 1977 are 
not Sufficient to pay the principal and mierest of the notes wnen 
due. the County shall impose a general ad valorem tax without 
limitation as to rate or amount on all taxable property in the County 
to pay the principal and interest On said notes and may thereafter 
reimburse itself from delinquent texes collected. 

§. The County Treasurer, pursuant to Section 67c, subsection 
3. of Act 206 is hereby designattd as Agent for the County. and the 
County Treasurer and the Treasurer's office shall respectively 
receive such sums as are therein provided tor ine services as Aygeni 
for the County and to cover administrative expenses. 

7. The County Treasurer shall use the proceeds of the 
borrowing to continue the County's 100% Tax Payment Fund and 
shall pay therefrom the full amount of 1977 delinquent taxes 
delivered by any tax collector in the County which are outstanding 
and unpaid on or after March 1.

together with the expenses of this borrowing. 

& After a sum has heon set aside for the purpase of 
paying the afaresaid notes. any further collection of the aforesaid 
1977 delinquent taxes may be used to pay any or all delinquent 
taxes which are due an payable to the County: any school district;

10. The notes shat! not be subject to redemption prior to 
maturity. . ; 

tf. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
execuie the Motes far the County. The Treasurer is thereaiter 
authorized and directed to deliver the notes to the purchaser upon 
receipt of the purchase price, which delivery may be made in the 
discretion of the Treasurer at one time or in parts at various times. 
provided that the notes with the earliest maturities shall be all 
delivered prior to any notes with later maturities. and provided 
further that all deliveries shall be completed by August 15, 1978. 
The coupons affixed to the notes shall be executed with the 
facsimile signature of the County Treasurer, and the notes shall be 
scaled with the county Seal.
